WHEREAS, the City of Fort Wayne, by General 
Ordinance number G-30-88, did create the Fort Wayne 
violation Bureau and established a schedule of ordinance 
violations that are subject to admission before the 
violations Clerk; 

WHEREAS, at the time of the establishment of said 
schedule, the maximum civil penalty allowed by state law was 
twenty five dollars ($25.00); 

WHEREAS, the 1989 Indiana General Assembly amended 
the state law to allow the legislative body of a municipal 
corporation to increase the maximum civil penalty payable to 
a municipal violations bureau from twenty five dollars 
($25.00) to fifty dollars ($50.00); 

WHEREAS, the City of Fort Wayne desires to 
increase certain penalties to the maximum allowed under 
state law. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED BY THE COMMON 
COUNCIL OF FORT WAYNE, INDIANA: 

SECTION 1. Effective January 1, 1990,Section 3. 
of General Ordinance G-30-88 is hereby amended to read as 
follows: That the following is a schedule of ordinance and 
code provisions of the city of Fort Wayne that are subject 
to admission of violations before the Violations Clerk and 
the amount of the civil penalty is to be assessed by 


violators who elect to admit violations.
